A LEAD FOR REDUCTION 


Tt will not be the fault of the British 
Government if the coming armament con- 
ference does not scrap half the warships 
in the world.

POLITICAL KITE-FLYING 


Lord Beaverbrook threatens to make 
war upon anybody and everybody in Bri- 
tish political life who does not fall into 
line and shout for his policy of free trade 
within the Empire. If Lord Beaverbrook 
knows anything about Canada, the coun- 
try in which he was born, he knows that 
his free trade policy is humbug. It may 
provide him with a good enough excuse to 
attack public men in Britain who refuse 
to pretend that the impossible can be 
brought about. As for Canada actually 
adopting free trade with Britain and Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand—His Lordship’s 
political friends in Canada would have 
something interesting to say about that. 


EMPLOYMENT FIGURES 


Figures compiled at Ottawa show 
that during 1929 the 6,700 reporting firms 
n Canada were employing more hands 
than during pe preceding year. Unfor- 
tunately, no official count is made of the 
unemployed in the country, about whom 
a good deal is being heard just now. But 
this report shows that the unemployment 
difficulty has not been caused by the 
shutting down or curtailment of manu- 
facturing and other permanent employ- 
ing enterprises. Those who are out of 
work are, in the great majority, men who 
depend upon farm jobs, or construction 
or development enterprises, which can only 
be carried on during the summer months. 
The present difficulty is seasonal, rather 
than economic, and will tend to remedy 
itself as spring approaches.

If we could psychoanalyze the modern business 
world, I suspect that we should find that beyond the 
obvious desire for greater profits, much of the modern 
mania for mergers grows out of our half-conscicus 
realization that modern life calls for executive dizec- 
tion of the very nighest order, that the supply of 
really great ringmasters is less than adequate, and 
that with fewer and larger enterprises we shall stand 
a better chance of making the supply of ringmasters 
go round. 

And yet there is danger in this seemingly sensible 
movement of mergers

at a meal, it may remain until the 


stomach ts empty, which in these casts often requires 
eight to ten hours. By this time the diaphragm, a flat 
muscle, may become so sore and irritated as to keep 
Spasmodic contractions unless something is done. 


When excessive stomach ges produces the pressure upon the diaphragm, 
the hiceupping can usually be stopped quickly by producing a belching. Hic- 


cups sometimes results as a relapse in the course of wasting diseases or where 


there is brain irritation, kidney¢ 
Stones, pelvic disorders and, in some 
cases, hernia. In any of these grave 
conditions, the principal diseases 
should be cared for. 

Hiccups is considered a very serious’ 
symptom with typhoid, appendicitis! 
and pneumonia. In some cases, ap- 
parently simple causes will produce 
hiccupping, such as overeating. over- 
drinking, swallowing large particies| 
of food, drinking ice water, laughing! 
and swallowing while trying Cry | 

Ordinary cases 0: can 
be overcome by drinking some cold 
water while holding the breath or by) 
breathing in and out deeply a bum-' 
ber of tumes, as in the so-called ab- 
domina!l breathing. 

A good simple treatment which can 
be used in cases not relieved by the 
simple remedies is to produce a pres- 
sure upon the collection of nerve 
centers on each side of the spine 
about the middle of the neck. This is 
because the nerve which supplies the 
diaphragm passes through this re- 
gion. and the layman can sometimes 
temporarily deaden this nerve by 
placing a piece of ice on each side of | 
the neck about half way down be-| 
tween the head and shoulders, or the} 
patient can treat himself by placing) 
the fingers of each hand at the sides 
of the neck, just back of and below 
the ears, and bending the head back 
as far as possible, pressing forward 
with the fingers at the same time. If 
these treatments do not stop the hic- 
cupping, it is a good plan to cal] in 
an oseteopath or chiropractor who will 
make the right pressure at exactly the 
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right spot, stopping the spasms al- 
most instantly.

Mr. Turner has expressed a belief 
that subsidence in the east end of the 
city has resulted in water mains bend- 
ing out of alignment, causing the 
joints to blow open. His views are

It is probable an early conferenc® 
will be arranged with the provincial 
government when a commission of in- 
quiry will again be strongly urged. 
City officials are at a loss to state 
the exact extent of coal mining within 
the city limits but believe it to cover 
a vast area.

69 Resolutions 


Most of the time at the disposal of 
the delegates during the closing ses- 
s'on was taken up with clearing away 
the record number of resolutions, 
which. numbered 69 in all. Robert 
Livett, nonton, president of district 
18. United Mine Workers of America, 
and chairman of the new Mines act 
committee, presented the committee's 
report and moved concurrence in the 
amendments to the act as recom- 
mended by the committee. 

The delegates voiced approval of a 
proposed amendment to the new act, 
wh'ch urges the raising of the age 
limit of boys working in the mines, 
from 16 to 8 years. Much discussion 
ensued on this subject before the 
measure was finally adopted, several 
of the delegates pointing out that this 
resolution, if enacted into legislation, 
would work a hardsh'p on many fam- 
ilies in the mining districts. .On the 
other hand, the majority of the ,dele- 
gates were of the opinion that if the 
age limit was set at 18, it would en- 
able the boy to mature and become 
physically fitted for the work. 

The convention also dec'ded to re- 
commend raising the age limit of boys 
working at the pit heac. from 14 to 
15 years of age to confurm with the 
age limit set forth in the Schools act. 

It was further resolved to move an 
amendment to the Mines bill to have 
the mines pay their workers every

As the result of the receipt of a! 


number of reports from many points 


under the Mothers’ Allowance act, 
suffering want from being cut off 
from their allowance, after their 
children attain the age of 16 years, 
the convention adopted a resolution 
proposed by Local No, 354, Lethbridge 
Brewery workers, asking for amend- 
ments to the Mothers’ Allowance act 
to continue pay'ng pensions until 
children are 18 years of age. 

Several other resolutions, affecting 
the motion picture industry through- 
out Alberta, were also concurred in, 
with the. result that legislation will 
be sought which aims at benefiting 
the projection'sts, 

Hits Undertaker 

The convention also went on record 
as being heartily in favor of the reso- 
lution proposed by A. A. Scoffield, 
Fdmonton, which deplored present 
charges made by Alberta undertakers, 
It was pointed out by Mr, Scoffield 
that this matter needed some consid- 
eration, as he alleged that the under- 
tukers took advantage of their clients 
in their sorrow to charge them en- 
ormous prices for burying their loved 
ones.

‘Turning a deaf ear to the pleas of

Way of assurance as to assistance at 
this time,” 

By way of explanation the minister 
of labor stated in bis wire that the 
department of public works, railways 
and canals and other departments of 
the Federal government had been re- 
quested to co-operate in as many ways 
4s possible with the municipalities and 
provinces in meeting the unemploy- 
ment situation through such agencies 
as they were in a position to employ. 

Mayor Douglas stated Thursday 
morning that copy of the wire sent 
to Hon. Mr, Heenan had also been dis- 
gasched to the Right Hon, W..L. Mc- 

enzie. King, prime minister, but up 
to press time Thursday morning no 
reply had been received from the pre- 
miler, 

The city has definitely requested 
that the Federal government bear one 
third of the cost of emergency relief 
work. ! It is felt by city officials that 
the Federal government's immigration 
policy is responsible for the present 
unemployment situation and aceord- 
ingly the government should share in 
the cost. of providing relief work:

‘into by the two companies, ‘The pro- 
nouncement that no erlimtoal aetion 
| would follow was made by Hon, J. & 
Lymburn, attorney general, today 

“The position of the departinent on 
the facts disclosed is that no action 
by the department ts contemplated or 
anticipated either against the com- 
panies concerned or any of the of- 
ficers,” declared Mr, Lymburn, wher 
asked regarding probable action on a 
report submitted by James J, Frawley 
of the department 

Asked if he would reveal the find- 
ings submitted by Mr. Frawley, the 
Minister stated that such reporia were 
for departmental use only, and were 
not for publication He hoped ft 
would be appreciated that the tnform- 
ation gathered, and method of inves 
tigation, related themselves not to any 
of the civil rights of the parties who 
may be affected, but solely to the 
question as to whether there were 
facts or circumstances that warranted 
the department taking action under 


provisions of the criminal code or 
other statutes 
Continuing, the Minister stated, 


“Those who may be affected civilly by 
the transactions investigated have a 
proper way of operating their remedies 
through the civil courts, by procedure 
which provides ways and means of 
determining the facts 

“The department's investigation re 
lated solely to the question of what 
action, if any, should be taken by the 
department, The department mnust at 
all times be free to continue its ine 


vestigations should circumstances 
show the need for doivg so, and tt 
must be free to act if the facta Justify 
initiating proceedings.” 

“The department has received a 
number of requests for publication of 
the result of the investigation under 
the Security Frauds Prevention Act 
but felt no good would be served by 
making such jnoformation public.” 

All companies or parties affected or 
interested were anxious and willing 
that the department should have the 
fullest, opportunity of getting facts, 
said Hon, Mr. Lymburn, who added 
{that this particular investigation was 
in no way related to the general probe
